The assailant was arrested af­ 
te r a hard struggle in which he used 
a dagger to defend himself. 
He gav e 
the nam e of Rafael Sanchez Allegro, 
and said th at he was an anarchist, but 
refused to say w hether the attem pt 
on the king’s life was the result of

plot or an indiv idual am bition. 
The king showed rem arkable cour­ 
age and presence of mind and from all 
accounts his escape was due to hVs 
expert horsem anship. 
The man was 
standing In the crowd which lined the 
Calle Alcala.

horse, grabbed the bridle and pulled a 
rev olv er from his blouse.

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N Incubator keeps on work­ 
ing as long as it is prop­ 
erly attended to. While the 
hen 
often 
concludes 
to 
quit 
Anyone who has had 
much experience hatching 
with hens and with incuba­ 
tors knows for himself that the 
incubator is to be preferred, for many 
reasons. 
One of these is that it is 
no more trouble to take care of an 
incubator holding 200 eg g s than it 
is 'o care for two setting hens; and 
the Incubator is always ready to a'ork, 
no matter what time in the year it is 
called upon. 
The incubator of today is a v ery 
reliable machine, if properly handled. 
After long experience I hav e con­ 
cluded that most incubators lack in 
the way of v entilation. 
By this I 
mean that they are not so v entilated 
that the proper quantity of fresh air 
g ets Into the eg g -chamber. 
To ov er­ 
come this by introducing more fresh 
air seems to be a rather hard task 
in machines, but cooling or airing the 
€ g g s rectifies this defect. 
I am not a believ er in the non-mois­ 
ture feature of some incubators for 
all times and places. When an incu­ 
bator Is operated in a cellar it usu­ 
ally bring s off a g ood hatch withbut 
added moisture, but when operated In 
a room abov e g round, especially in a 
house where fires are kept up, it is 
without doubt better to supply some 
moisture after the tenth day. 
To be absolutely fair I want to add 
that I hav e some excellent results 
from a non-moisture incubator operat­ 
ed under unfav orable conditions. 
I 
now hav e and use an incubator which 
has a moisture pan in it and I hav e 
nev er had a poor hatch from It 
I would not hesitate to buy a non­ 
moisture incubator because one can 
be used with moisture almost as eas­ 
ily as any other machine. 
I would, 
howev er, place a ple-tin filled with 
water or a fairly larg e spong e well 
wetted, under the eg g -drawer about 
the tenth day. Ag ain it is often best 
to hav e as many chicks of the same 
size and ag e as possible, as an ev en 
lot sells better than one of many 
sizes. 
There are many other reasons why 
the incubator is preferable to the 
hen as a hatching machine, but it is 
not necessary to g o Into this. Some 
short rules which hav e been found 
g ood by long experience will be bet­ 
ter than a long discussion of the sub­ 
ject and I g iv e these below: 
Start the incubator and operate it 
a few days before putting in the eg g s. 
This will g iv e the operator a famil- 
tar knowledg e of the working s of the 
machine. 
Try to keep the tempera­ 
ture In the eg g chamber as near 103 
deg rees as possible. 
A v ariation of 
one deg ree either way will not do any 
particular barm. 
When you hav e learned how to keep 
a comparativ ely ev en temperature put 
the eg g s in the tray. 
The tempera­ 
ture will fall at once, but do not try 
to chang e this by putting on more 
beat. 
The cold eg g s cause the fall 
In temperature and as soon as they 
become warm the teraperature will g o 
back to the proper 
iK)lnt 
Learn to keep the lamp flame Just 
a t the place where it will furnish 
onoug h heat to keep the reg ulator 
damper about one-eig hth of an inch 
abov e the top of the flue or chimney. 


It Is not absolutely necessary to 
test the eg g s, but it is best to do so. 
I usually test eg g s after the morning 
of the eig hteenth day. The chick is 
full formed by this time; the eg g s do 
not need turning . 
Do not open the eg g chamber after 
the chicks beg in to pip the shell. This 
rule is not Inv ariable, but the only ex­ 
ception is to take out the chicks w hen 
a v ery g ood hatch Is secured and 
they crowd to the lig ht in the door. 
Then open the door, roll the chicks 
out into a basket and close the door 
as soon as possible. 
Don’t try to help a chick out of the 
shell. 
If it cannot g et out without 
I help it is not worth sav ing . 
Don’t worry If the chicks g asp and 
strug g le for breath. This Is nature’s 
way of opening up the lung s and g iv ­ 
ing the chickens streng th. 
Don’t worry about the machine. If 
the temperature the first week is be­ 
tween 101 and 103 deg rees it Is g ood 
enoug h! only try to keep it about 103. 
It will not hurt anything if the tem­ 
perature happens to run down to 95 
deg rees some nig ht. 
Don’t be alarmed if the tempera­ 
ture g ets up to as hig h as 105 deg rees 
for an hour or so. Simply take the 
eg g s out and let them cool and chang e 
the reg ulator a little. If a v ery g ood 
hatch is coming off the temperature 
will rise the last week. 
In warm weather I hav e often taken 
the lamp away from the machine dur­ 
ing the middle of the day. 
At this 
time the animal heat of the chicks 
tends to increase the temperature and 
104 deg rees is common. 
Be sure to g et perfectly fresh eg g s 
from healthy hens. Use only the best 
g rade of oil. Fill and trim the lamp 
In the afternoon rather than In the 
morning and do this ev ery day. 
Do not trim the lamp wick with 
scissors, but g ently rub the charred 
part off so as to g iv e an ev en, broad 
flame. 
If these directions are followed a 
g ood hatch may be anticipated. They 
are based on an experience reaching 
back to about 1884.

T H E DAY OLD CHICK INDUSTRY. 


By Elizabeth Clark Hard y. 
There is g ood money in the day old 
chick industry, both to the buyer and 
the seller. In g oing into the poultry 
business the first lesson for the amar 
teur tc learn is to make haste slowly, 
instead of Inv esting too much money 
in an untried industry. A woman may 
raise a few hundred chickens on a 
small lot, without inv esting in an in­ 
cubator and hig h priced eg g s. 'It will 
be much cheaper for her to buy day 
old chicks, and in caring for them she 
will loarn some v aluable lessons, and 
g ain a fair working 
knowledg e 
of 
poultry business. In the spring there 
will always be found adv ertisements 
In the ag ricultural papers for the sale 
of baby chickens, and these may be 
boug ht with but little risk to the pur­ 
chaser, for If any should die during 
transportation the seller will always 
replace them free of cost. 
The price of day old chicks rang e 
from 4 to 20 cents, according to the 
breed. It Is not adv isable to buy the 
cheapest g rade as they usually come 
from weak parent stock, and inferior 


be prov ided and suitable runways and 
food. 
As soon as the chicks arriv e 
they must be taken from the crate one 
at a time, their bills dipped in water 
and then put immediately 
into 
a 
warm brooder. If they are 48 hours 
old they should be fed with hard boil­ 
ed eg g and dry bread crumbs, but care 
must be taken not to g iv e them sloppy 
food or to ov erfeed at any time, they 
must hav e plenty of fresh water and 
their runways and brooders must be 
kept clean and dry. 
On the other hand, if one Is in the 
poultry business for keeps there is 
a 
g ood profit in selling 
baby 
chicks. 
With two or three g ood incubators one 
may hatch and sell sev eral thousand 
in a season with much less labor than 
to raise them to maturity, and wrlth 
g ood profit. There Is but little risk in 
shipping chicks. 
They 
hav e 
been 
known to hav e been 
shipped 
2,000 
miles and to hav e arriv ed at their des­ 
tination none the worse for their Jour­ 
ney. 
In March, April and May the supply 
of day old chicks nev er quite equals 
the demand, and in .July and Aug ust 
the business is fairly g ood. 
In Sej» - 
tember and October It ag ain increases, 
but later than this we would not ad­ 
v ise shipping them, as the risk from 
cold is too g reat in northern states. 
In raising chicks to be shipped g reat 
care should be taken to keep the 
breeding stock strong and v ig orous. 
They should be g iv en plenty of fresh 
air and exercise and their food should 
be such as will produce bone and mus­ 
cle instead of fat. 
Run down stock 
always produce weak chicks, and weak 
chicks are an unprofitable inv estment 
both to buyer and seller. 
It is not 
adv isable to buy eg g s from hatchers 
who hav e mixed 
breeds 
and 
sell 
named chicks. 
A g ood crate for shipping chicks 
may be made of a shallow box fiv e 
inches deep by 12 wide and 30 long . 
Some chaff or sawdust may be put in 
the bottom and the crate lined with 
burlap or some coarse meshed mate­ 
rial to g iv e the little fellows a foot­ 
hold.

This will g iv e enoug h surplus heat so er they come from the hatcheries or 
the temperature will keep up during 
the nig ht. 
Turn the eg g s for the first time at 
the end of the second day and after 
that tu rn‘them at least twice a day. 
Recent experiments hav e shown that 
SI hen chang es the position of her 
eg g s as many as fiv e times in a day. 
It is not necessary that eg g s be turned 
half ov er. 
If they are turned only 
part way ov er the effect will be Just 
as g ood. 
Keep the larg er end of each eg g a 
little hig her than the smaller end. 
When turning the eg g s do not be 
in a hurry about g etting them back 
Into the machine. Once a day leav e 
them out to air and cool off. 
This 
cooling should last from ten to thirty 
minutes according to the state of the 
weather. 


are hatched at home. But it is much 
safer and cheaper to buy 
day 
old 
chicks from a reliable dealer than to 
buy eg g s for hatching , as in buying 
chicks you g et a g uarantee of safe ar­ 
riv al and full count, while in buying 
eg g s you hav e to take your chances, 
and sometimes they are disappoint­ 
ing . 
In starting in with day old chicks 
one must, of course, understand some­ 
thing about their care and feeding or 
thing s will g o wrong , but until one 
has had some experience with an In­ 
cubator 
thing s 
are 
likely 
to 
g o 
wrong , which is still more expensiv e, 
and a chick in the hand is worth two 
eg g s in the Incubator. 
Of course when chicks hav e been 
ordered preparation tor their 
care 
must be made. Warm brooders must 


The boy with ten to twenty fowls 
will probably do most of his hatching 
with hens. But where the breed kept 
is of some non-sitting v ariety, the in­ 
cubator becomes almost a necessity, 
especially if one wishes to g et early 
chicks—the only ones that pay well. 
For a flock of this size, a 50-eg g s 
machine is plenty larg e enoug h, and, 
as these may be had at quite small 
cost, it is about as well to use one 
of these, and let the hens g o on sit­ 
ting . 
The eg g s they will lay while 
it is doing their hatching for them will 
soon pay for the machine. 
If an incubator is not used, the best 
plan is to g et hold of some-two-year- 
old hens, of one of the larg e, quiet 
broods, and keep them Just for sit­ 
ting . 
If they are fed for eg g s from 
Nov ember on, they will be ready for 
business by March. 
Ev en with 
a 
machine, half a dozen hens of this 
kind w'ill prov e a g ood Inv estment, for 
reasons which you will see a little 
farther on. They may be disposed of 
as soon as their work is done, so one 
need not be out much except their 
feed to secure their serv ices during 
the hatching season. 
Those who hav e had considerable ex­ 
perience with incubators tell us that 
hen-hatched chicks 
are 
usually the 
most v ig orous. Ev en the best incuba­ 
tor is likely to turn out a few wc ikly 
or crippled chicks with each hatch. 
But the machine is far more likely 
than the hen to behav e well at the 
critical time when the fluffy babies are 
coming out of the shell, so, as the say­ 
ing is, it is about “six of one, and half 
a dozen of the other.’’ 
A system that makes out to take 
adv antag e of the g ood points and 
av oid the worst drawbacks of both, 
has been dev ised, and carried out with 
g ood results. The plan is to put the 
eg g s under the hens for the first two 
weeks, and then remov e them to the 
incubator, and let it finish up the 


Job. In this way the eg g s are brooded 
mostly by the natural mother, and, at 
the same time, escape 
the 
conse­ 
quences of her nerv ous excitement 
when the chicks come out. 
In this method about 
'our 
hens 
should be set at a time, on fifteen or 
sixteen eg g s apiece, so that, after they 
are tested out, there will be enoug h 
to fill the machine pretty well. The 
hens may then be set ag ain, on 
a 
fresh batch, and so on until they hav e 
started four or fiv e lots of eg g s. 
It 
does not hurt a hen to stay on duty 
eig ht, ten, or ev en twelv e weeks, if 
she has g ood care. 
This allows the 
rest of the flock to attend to the lay­ 
ing part of the business, and insures 
hav ing quiet, persistent sitters. 
The nests should be thoroug hly 
scrubbed and dusted with sulphur be­ 
fore using . 
If they can be white­ 
washed, so much the better. 
The 
hen, too, should be well dusted with 
a g ood insect powder. 
Moth balls 
and the coal tar preparations, thoug h 
death on the lice, are also hard on 
both hens and eg g s, on account of 
their strong smell. 
It is better to 
use prev entiv es that hav e as little 
odor as possible. 
The porous shells 
admit odors, and the sweeter the air 
can be kept the better. 
After the hens hav e been sitting 
sev en or eig ht days, the eg g s should 
be tested. By this time it is possible 
to tell pretty closely which eg g s will 
hatch. A g ood tester can be made by 
taking an ordinary pasteboard shoe­ 
box and cutting a hole in the bottom 
about a third smaller than the ov al 
of the eg g . 
The hole should be at 
the lev el of the flame of the lamp to 
be used with IL 
Stand the box on end, with the bot 
tom towards you, and put the lamp 
behind it. 
The sides should be left 
on to deaden the outer lig ht as much 
as possible. Hold the eg g up to the 
opening , 
so 
the lig ht 
will 
shine 
throug h it, turning it slowly in the 
fing ers. 
If it is clear it is infertile. 
If it beg ins to look black, there is an 
embryo chick in it. All infertile eg g s 
should, of course, be discarded. 
The eg g s should be tested ag ain 
the fifteenth day, when all that are 
not almost wholly opaque should be 
thrown out. Sometimes the g erm will 
die after starting , leav ing the eg g s 
only partly dark ag ainst the lig ht of 
the tester. At the end of two weeks 
it should be all black except the air 
space in the larg e end. 
A little ex­ 
perience will enable one to tell Just 
how they should look at different 
stag es. 
It is v ery important that the eg g s 
be handled g ently while testing . 
A 
slig ht Jar will kill the embryo. Nsv sr 
test where a draug ht of cold air will 
strike them. 
Chilling will either re­ 
tard the g rowth of the g erm or kill 
it entirely. 
Where one keeps only a few hens 
it is best to let them g o on laying 
and take care of the chicks “by hand.’* 
This is not so hard as it sounds. 
There is a kind of brooder which does 
not use any sort of artificial heaL 
which is rapidly g aining in fav or, and 
those who hav e used them for sev eral 
years say they are far ahead of the 
lamp-heated systems, and take Just 
as g ood care of the chicks as the hens 
would. They are v ery easy to make 
and to operate. 
One of these brooders will care 
for about twenty chicks, so it is well 
to allow two to ev ery incubator full 
of eg g s. They are merely little boxes 
of half-inch lumber, sixteen inches 
square and eig ht inches hig ht, with a 
floor of tarred building paper. 
They 
are cov ered with a remov able 
top 
made of a square of canv as tacked on 
a little frame which just sets down 
inside the box. 
This cov er rests on 
small nails driv en into the corners of 
the box, and is raised as the chicks 
g row. 
The chicks are put into the brooder 
as soon as they are dry and well fluffed 
out. 
They should be left alone for 
from thirty to forty hours, except hav ­ 
ing a little sip of water g iv en them 
when they are first remov ed from nest 
or machine. After that they should be 
fed ev ery three or four hours for a 
few days, and then less often—about 
three times a day. 
The main principle in brooding the 
chicks is to keep them warm without 
crowding , and to g uard ag ainst damp­ 
ness. 
The heatless brooder, if cor­ 
rectly manag ed, will do this Just as 
well as the hen, and allow the flock 
to g o on with eg g production. The lit­ 
tle boxes can easily be carried inside 
a building on cold nig hts, and taken 
to the outdoor runs ag ain in the morn­ 
ing . 
They are easily cleaned, and 
keep the chicks free from lice. Ev en 
where one has plenty of hens to do 
the hatching , it is a question if this 
system is not the best.

Washing ton—Cong ress in the first 
hours of its extra session is. in 
a ma­ 
jority party sense, rather an unwieldy 
body. Speaker Clark looks from his 
rostrum’’ into the faces ^ f scores 
of members of his party sitting in the 
house for the first time, and Leader 
Oscar W. Underwood probably re­ 
g ards with some little anxiety the 
task of keeping such an immense fol­ 
lowing in entire accord with all the 
leg islativ e propositions for which the 
Denocratic party, now in power in all 
branches of the g ov ernment, must un­ 
dertake the responsibility. 
Mr. Underwood is not only chair­ 
man of the ways and means commit­ 
tee, but he is also the 
Democratic 
floor leader. 
It is not at all to be 
wondered at that he fears the possi­ 
bility of trouble because of the enor­ 
mous majority which the party has in 
the new house. 
It has been recog ­ 
nized by party leaders in representa­ 
tiv e assemblies ev er since they came 
Into existence that it is easier to put 
thing s throug h, as the party wants 
them to g o throug h, when the ruling 
majority is Just big enoug h to be 
**easily handled.** 
It must be remembered that the 
Democratic leaders 
are 
confronted 
this year with three parties in opposi­ 
tion. the Republican party, the Pro­ 
g ressiv e party, and members of the 
Republican party who call themselv es 
prog ressiv e-Republicans and who, al­ 
thoug h cling ing to their old-time Re­ 
publicanism in a party sense, hav e re­ 
pudiated many of the Republican doc­ 
trines but yet are not willing to acept 
in full those of the Prog ressiv e party. 
This puts a new factor into the prob­ 
lem of Democratic leadership, for Mr. 
Underwood must leam Just where he 
is to look for support on the other 
side of the aisle if he fears that upon 
any g reat measure some of his own 
following may break away and de­ 
sires to make up for it by g oing to 
some battalion in the ranks of “his 
friend the enemy.** 
Und erwood Fears Defections. 
It is said to be the fear of Mr. Un­ 
derwood that on some tariff matters, 
and on some other minor matters, a 
part of his following may break away 
and refuse to be bound ev en by cau­ 
cus section. 
No one thinks Mr. Un­ 
derwood fears that enoug h party men 
will break away to endang er the pas­ 
sag e of anything of prime import 
ance to the party, but the leader is 
anxious that ev erything that is done 
with major leg islation shall be done 
with a solid party v ote back of It 
Very likely trouble will be av oided, 
but the means of securing harmory 
are not altog ether to the liking , it is 
said, of the leader. 
Already 
Demo­ 
cratic members of cong ress are mak 
ing it plain to the members of the 
ways and means committee that cer­ 
tain of the tariff schedules must be 
made thus and so or else support will 
be lacking . 
These demands do net 
make it certain at all that the bill or 
bills will be patched with comprom­ 
ises, because Mr. Wilson has taken a 
hand, with Underwood and Champ 
Clark and also with sev eral of the 
more prog ressiv e Democratic members 
of the house, and is usl. g the force of

charge or Firing of Fireworks and 
Other Pyrotechnic Display and to 
Lim it Their Storage. 
B e It ordained by 
the president 
and 
board of trustees of the Villa ge of Ar­ 
lington H eights, Cook Co., III., a s fol­ 
lows: 
Section No. 1. 
The discharge, firing or 
use of a ll firecrackers, rockets, torpedoes, 
Roman candles, or other fireworks or 
substa nces designed and intended for py ro­ 
technic display , and of a ll pistols, ca nes, 
cannons, or other appliances, using blank 
cartridges or ca ps conta ining chlorate of 
potash mix ture, is 
hereby 
prohibited. 
Prov ided tha t the president and board of 
trustees m a y order the public displa y of 
fireworks by properly qualified indiv iduals 
under the direct superv ision of ex perts 
in the handling of fireworks. 
Prov ided 
a lso tha t such displa y or displa y s sha ll 
be of such a cha ra cter and so loca ted, 
discharged or fired as, in the opinion of 
the president and board of t.uetees, sha ll 
not be hazardous to surrounding proper­ 
ty or endanger any person or persons. 
Section No. 2. The sa le of fireworks a t 
retail is prohibited.

The stora ge or sa le of 
fireworks a t w holesa le is prohibited, ex ­ 
cept by permit from the president and 
board of trustees issued for a period of 
one y ea r. Application for permit m ust be 
filed with the clerk a t lea st 30 da y s prev ­ 
ious to the issuing of the perm it and 
m ust giv e detailed description of the pro­ 
posed care and stora ge of sa id m a teria ls 
and of the structural conditions and oc­ 
cupancies of the building.

If you will notice, the meat bills of 
the cook who buys steaks or quickly- 
cooked meats, are much higher than 
those of the woman who spends more 
time planning her meals and buying 
cheaper cuts of meat, and her family 
at the same time are better fed. 
When we buy cold boiled ham at 
thirty-five or forty cents a pound. In­ 
stead of preparing it 
ourselves 
at 
twenty-two cents, or buying ten cents 
worth of soup cubes when a ten-ccnt 
soup bone hould have made a much 
fuller meal, as to food value, and with 
little expense as to heat, if a flreless 
cooker is used; when we insist upon 
steaks at twenty-five and twenty-eight 
cents, when twelve and fifteen cents 
will buy meat which, if well cooked, 
will furnish a good meal, 
A small piece of meat added to veg­ 
etables will give flavor to them and 
make 
a palatable 
meal. 
It takes 
thought and planning to keep down 
the expenses and still not noticeably 
stint the family. 
For most women 
who have the right 
feeling 
toward 
housekeeping there is a keen enjoy­ 
ment in the battling against such 
odds. It is a game that takes as much 
greater skill than that shown at the 
bridge table, and one which we hope 
to see the younger generation enter 
with a fair knowledge of the game. 
Leaf lard, If bought when the price 
Is down to eleven cents, and the lard 
tried out At home, will lessen the cost 
of lard from two to four cents on the 
pound. 
There are certain seasons in the 
year, usually early in the year, when 
sugar may be bought in hundred-pound 
bags at a saving of one or two cents 
to the pound, when buying by the dol­ 
lar’s worth, as most people do.

RICE DISHES. 


Rice is a cheap and wholesome food, 
and in combination with other foods 
makes a most nutritious dish. Cream 
Is the ideal combination with rice, as 
it supplies the fat 
to balance 
the 
starch, and with the addition of sugar 
we have a well balanced meal. 
Imparial 
Rice 
Pu d d in g .—Soak 
a 
third of a box of gelatine a half hour 
In a half cup of water. Put a pint and 
a half of milk in a double boiler; when 
boiling, stir in a Italf cup of rice, a 
half teaspoonful of salt, and cook un­ 
til the rice is perfectly tender. Then 
add half a cup of sugar. Remove from 
the stove, and when cool add a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla and the gelatine; 
^hen cold add a pint of whipped 
cream, and put Into a mold to harden. 
Serve very cold. 
Rice Flo ur Crea m.-^o a k 
a half bsx 
o f gelatine in a pint of cold water for 
a half hour. 
Put a quart of milk In 
a double boiler; when boiling hot add 
a tablespoonful of rice flour blended 
with cold milk, and four tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar. Stir and cook until the 
starch is well cooked, remove from the 
heat, add the gelatine and fold in the 
whites of two eggs beaten stiff; flavor 
with vanilla and set away in a mold to 
harden. 
Serve with whipped cream 
and sugar. 
Ba ked Rice Cueta rd.—Cook a cupful 
of rice. Beat four eggs with a cupful 
of sugar, add a little salt and a quart 
of milk. 
Mix all together with the 
hotted rice, flavor with cinnamon or 
nutmeg, and a few raisins may be add­ 
ed if liked; dot the top with bits of 
butter and bake in a well buttered pan 
set In hot water. 
Bake unttt tested 
with a knife it comes out clean. Any 
custard or souffle should be baked in 
a hot water bath, as It is a saving of 
the food, nothing sticks to the well 
buttered dish.

A You ng M asaaehu astts Swsda In Can® 
ada Twenty Years Ago W anta 
to Retu rn. 


Twenty years ago, a blond-haired 
you ng Swede, a boy of abou t 10 years 
of age, accompanied a party of his 
fellow-cou ntrymen on the then long 
trip to W estern Canada as an intei^ 
preter. The party he accompanied lo> 
cated at.W etask lwin, Alberta, now one 
of the most thrlv inff and best settled 
districts in 
W estern 
Canada. 
For 
three years he remained In the dis» 
trict. 
Homesick ness took him hack 
to hia home a t FItchbnrg, Mgss., and 
he has remained there for 17 years. 
He haa heard frequ ently from hla 
friends in the W est He has followed 
their mov ements and watched their 
progress. He has beard how the town 
he helped to establish has risen from 
a shack to a growing, thriv ing, brisk 
bu siness center, with the su rronnding 
cou ntry peopled 
now 
by thou sands 
who are occu pying the territory in 
which he was one of the first to help 
plant the colony of twenty or twenty- 
fiv e. In his letter to an official of the 
Departm ent of the Interior, he says: 
“W hen I was u p In Canada, Calgary 
was a small town and so was Edmon­ 
ton, bu t I u nderstand they hav e grown 
wonderfu lly since.” 
The you ng man when he w ent last 
learned a machine trade, he has pat­ 
ents and inv entions bu t he wants to 
go to Canada again. 
And he lik ely 
will, bu t when he does he will find a 
greater change than he may expect. 
Calgary 
and 
Edmonton 
are 
large 
cities, showing marv elou s and wonder­ 
fu l growth. 
W here bu t one line of 
railway made a somewhat tortu ou s 
and indefinite way across the plains 
to Its mou ntain pass, there are three 
lines of railway div iding the trade of 
hu ndreds of thou sands of farmers, 
carrying 
freight 
to 
the hu ndreds 
of towns and cities crossing, and 
criss-crossing 
the 
prairies 
in 
all 
directions, 
reaching ou t into new 
settlem ents, and preceding districts to 
be newly opened for incoming settlers.

Hairpin s an d Oth er Pint. 
Hairpins» hav e been elaborated as a 
means of decoration since the earliest 
times. 
Particu larly beau tifu l is the 
v ariety and delicacy of their work man­ 
ship, two of the finest specimens being 
the gold pins which were fou nd at 
Salamis In Cypru s, and are now In the 
British mu seu m. 
Ev en more hand­ 
some were the Saxon pins of a later 
date, with their shank of brass, head 
of gold, and embellishment of garnets 
and pearls. There were, too, the larg­ 
er sort of pins so conspicu ou sly and 
frequ ently mentioned in the Bible. The 
instru m ent driv en by Jael throu gh the 
temple of Sisera was probably a tent- 
pln, while Delilah fastened the web 
of Samson’s hair with a pin or batten.

reaching England, bu t in 1540 we hear 
of Qu een Catherine (Howard) import­ 
ing pins from France. 
In 1560 the 
trade u nderwent consldeitible change, 
brass su perseding iron, while at the 
same time the price was lowered.
